~~ DECEMBER ON THE FARM. 


One month more and the year will be 
numbered with the past, its record made up 
and its account sealed. If we could open it 
anew, it seems as if we could improve upon 
i. We can, perhaps, look back upon many 
things that might have been done, and many 
that had better have remained undone. It is too 
late now to do much to retrieve its character 
in our own eyes. But still something is left 
to us, and we may be sure that what is past 
bss some lessons for the future, Let us 
make the most of these as the best prepara- 
tion for an eutrance upon the threshold of 
anotber year. 

Farm work is not pressing at this season 
of the year. It consists very much in look-

vines that we have the care of, in Thanks- 
giving week. So far as our limited experi. | 
ence goes, we have come to the conclusion 
that judicious trimming is indispensable to 
the production of fine fruit, and ve do not 
believe that ¢ disturbs the balance of power 
materially, The growth of roots depends 
chiefly upon the growth of the branches, and 
by shortening the wood we get an extra sup- 
ply of nutriment for the fruit or for the new 
wood on which the clusters of next year are 
to depend. 

We have rarely or never seen any injury 
from fall pruning, but we have practiced 
“ummer pruning less and less, till at last we 
have given it up for the most part, and only 
pinch in to prev.nt straggling too far and to 
Keep the vine within bounds. By judicious 
fall pruning, we can shape and direct the 
vine to suit our purposes much better then 
when it is covered with foliage in summer. 

Apple trees may be trimmed this month 
when the weather is not too sold. The proper 
season for trimming apple orchards has been 

the subj-ct of much dis: ussion, some expe- 
Mienced fruit growers advocating one time 
and others another, and all giving reasons 
more or less sound for their preference. One 

thing ought to be constantly borre im mind, 

and that is to avoid the necessity of remov- 
ing large limbs so far as possible by trimming 
sufficiently when the trees ere young and the 
branches small. But if an orchard has been 
neglected when young, and it becomes née- 
essary to remove limba, we consider thé late 
*utumo the best time of the whole year, a 
me when vegetation is at rest, for it will be 
found that such large wounds, which cannot 
be readily healed over by the new growth, 
wil dry in at this season and so resist the 
“ction of the elements better than if the 
‘ection had been made when the limb was 
full of *ap in active circulation.

BRITTANY BEEF. 


We had an opportunity recently of testing 
the quality uf the beef of Brittany cattle, 
from a steer raised by Mr. James 8. Camp- 
bell, of Westboro. It was tender an:: deli- 
cate, juicy and high flavored as any we ever 
tried, and in every way satisfactory. The 
herd imported in 1868 has been kept to- 
gether for the moet part, and has thus far 
proved eminently satisfacto-f. The last two 
seasons of drought and short pastures have 
been enough to test any stock, and the little 
pets have come out ahead as compared with 
any of the larger animals. They came up 
full at night when all the larger cattle nad to 
have extra feed and then fell off in condi- 
tion and milk.

HOW MANY QUARTS OF MILK TO A 
POUND OF BUTTER? 

Editor of Massachusetts Ploughman: 

I wish to make an inquiry of how many 
quarts of pure milk onan average does it take 
to make a pourd of butter. Dr. J. R. Nich- 
ols, in the Journal of Chemistry, says it takes 
sixteen, and it is eo stated by the Scientific 
American, both of which may be considered 
good authority. 

But this does not agree with experiments 
tried in this vicinity. I have inquired of 
several of our most accurate farmers, and they 


say from eight to twelve quarts, according to 
the season. 


These statements of Dr. Nichols and the 
Scientific American are used by contractors 
and consumers as a ieason for cheaper milk 
rates. 4.2. G, 
West Newbury, Nov. 20, 1871. 

The quantity of milk required to make a 
pound of butter, varies greatly with the sea- 
soa and with different breeds of cows. It de- 
pends a good deal also upon the treatment of 
the cows and upon the temperature and 
management of the cream. In Prussia 
and other parts of Germany very extensive 
facts obtained fr -m large and well regulated 
dairies show that it takes, on an average, 
fourteen quarts of milk to make a pound of 
butter. This average is endorsed by Mr. 
Horsfal!, one of the most skillfal and accu- 
rate dairymen of England. In rare instances 
the quantity required is as low as twelve 
quarts. It is extraordinarily good manage- 
ment that will bring the average lower than

Seeing a piece in a recent Ploughman 
headed “ Raising Goslings,” for the benefit 
of your readers I will give my experience 
for a number of years in the bi siness. I take 
in the spring of the year a box and set it in 
some good place and make a nest for them. 


and put them in cotton wool and turn them 
over twice a week until I set them, when I 
put thirteen under a goose, and when they 
hatch I take them and put them in a pen 
until they are a few days old and feed them 
on dough and sods of grass, then I Jet them 
out but don’t let them go into the water un- 
til they are two weeks old, as they sre apt 
to get chilled when so young. The greatest 
trouble is getting turned upon their backs as 
they will die unless turned back. At the age 
of four weeks they are turned out to pasture 
and are no more trouble. Geese are the 
most profitable fowls of any raised. The best 
breed for poultry is the Bremen goose 
crossed with a mountsin gander, es the gos- 
lings are much larger when bred in that way. 
With regard to the Sicilian fowls, they are 
a foreign breed and g od layers. They lay 
a large egg, and are non-sitters. They are 
small fowls, rather wild, and have large 
combs which are apt to freeze in the winter 
unless kept in a warm place. I have had 
them a number of years until this spriog, 
when I sold them. 

I have kept the Seabright and Black 
Bantam~ also for a number of years, and 
parted with them too, as they are very ten- 
der and very bard to raise. But they can be 
had of all the fancy poultry dealers. The 
best place to get them is at a poultry exhibi- 
tion.

(about as hot ae we usually take tes) is well 
known in the Esst Indies as « remedy sor 
diarrbees; the mere statement of the fact, 
however, might prove defestive. and I there- 
tore insert the mode of taking it, recently re- 
ceived from a resident in that country :— 
* Hot milk is « specific for diarrhea. A 
pict every four hours will cheek the most 
violent diarrhc:, stomach-ache, incipent 
cholera or dysentery. In fact so much should 
rarely be given, as it causes subsequent cons- 
tipation. Halfa pint every generally 
reduces ny | and pleasantly any ordi- 
nary diarrbes. If you have stomach-ache, a 
pint of hot milk usually cures it in ten min- 
utes (i. ¢, if the stomach-ache is accompanied 
by d:arrtees). It is perfeotly soothing to the 
whole alimentary canal. It has never failed 
in curing me in six or twelve hours, and I 
have tried it, I should think, fifty times. I 
have also given it toa dying man who had 
been subject to dysentery eight months, 
latte: ly acoompanied by one continual diar- 
rbeea, and it acted to him like a charm. Ia 
two days his diarrhea was gone, in three 
weeks he became a hale, fat man, and now 
nothing that may hereafter occur will ever 
shake his faith in hot milk.’ 
The sme corr dent remarks in a sub- 
sequent lett_r, ‘I do not know that its being 
heated is ess ntial to the eff-ct; but raw 
milk appears to disagree with many vho can 
take it warm. I fancy the milk only acts as 
a vefy easily digested and soothing food; 
but I should not expect one dose to tell on 
consumptive patient ;—if the patient were at 
all in an advanc d stage, it is needless for 
me to tell you the diarrhe: could hardly be 
relieved by any medicine. I have found 
several (not consumptive cases) who thought 
the fi st dose of milk increased their com- 
plaint, but who h-ld a very different opinion 
after thirty-six hours. I find that Dc. Wise 
puts his anent dysentery patients ona 
diet of milk and bread.’ 
The remarks on consumption remind me 
of a reply made by a consumptive patient to 
whom I suggested the remedy; he said that 
he believed that taking hot bread and milk 
made the complaint worse, and even brought

The milk should be fresh from the cow 
(skimmed milk could scarcely be expected to 
answer), ‘nd taken without b or any 
other addition, although any proper medicine 
may be given or continued with it at the in- 
tervals of teking the milk. In cases of 
chronic diarrbes, if itis found beneficial, it 
might not improbably be improved by feed- 
ing the cow with grass or hay from which all 
the weeds had been picked out, and on 
turnips, beet, &¢., from which all the de- 
cayed parts had been cut out; for it is well 
known that miik is much affected by ‘he 
cattle taking impurities, such as drinking un- 
wholesome water, especially or turbid, stag- 
nant ponds. 
My own experience is very limited, hav- 
ing seen it tried in only one case, in which 
it speedily effected a oure, although the 
psins were rather severe; and having my- 
self some time since been subject to pain in 
the stomach for two or three hours before 
diner (gastrodynis) for some weeks, it was 
effectuaily cured in two or three days by 
teking cold milk, a wine glassful occasion- 
ally. 1 have also noticed that some years 
that, although I can take tea once a tay with- 
out milk, without producing pain in the 
stomach, yet, if I take it twice a day without 
milk, pain follows within a few days. 

P. §— Since the above was written, I have 
heard again from india, and am able to state 
that the milk is never boiled, but only heated 
sufficiently to be agreeably warm—not too 
hot to drink. Milk, therefore, which has 
been boiled is unfit for use. He relates 
ancther case as follows: ‘ My head clerk 
having been attacked by dysentery, had tried 
all remecies within reach, including Indisn 
doctors, for some months, and requested me 
to see him, as about to die. I got him to 
try warm milk; he amended at once, was 
virtually wel' in a week; and what is, in my 
judgment, more to the point, he tells me that 
whereas he has been tormented by diarrhea 
the greater part of his life, he has now learnt 
that on any attack he can surely and rapidly 
reduce it by drinking milk. Several others 
to whom I have recommended it have « 
similar experience.’

IMPROVING OUR FRUIT TREES. 


BY DAVID Z. EVANS, JR. 


There is nothing, perhaps, which conduces 
more to the health, longevity and appear- 
ance of fruit trees than washing them well 
every fall and spring; they are very much 
like the human race, in this respect, for they 
must be kept clexn to look nice and to keep 
their healthfulness unimpaired. The pear, 
more partioularly, requires care of this kind, 
although we treat all our young appie trees 
in the same manner and with the very best 
results. 
We have several plans of washing our 
trees, or rather one plan and several different 
kinds of washes for the accomplishment of 
the same object. __ 
We will first see what the benefits are 
which will be derived from the proper use of 
a suitable tree wash The first and I think 
the greatest benefit 1s the destruction of the 
innumerable eggs of the many injurious in- 
sects which annually deposit their eggs in 
the interstices of the bark, there to lie 
dormant, perheps, until spring, then to come 
forth in their fall power to destroy or injure 
the trees or m. ke sad havoc generally, unless 
prevented from doing so, from coming to per- 
fection, by some effective method of exter- 
mination. We also destroy great numbers 
of the ineects which have not yet arrived at 
maturity, those which are yet in their tender 
youth 5 thus very materially lessening and 
diminishing their forces, thereby enabling us 
\better to compete with the remainder, and 
encompass thejr destruction with greater fa- 
bility. 4 

The second ‘desirable point is that it gives

sider this one of the most desirable points 
in the list of benefits which accrue from « ju- 
dicious use of proper washes. Al the moss 
is removed from the trunks of the trees, in- 
suring « healthy growth of both wood and 
bark; for, if the moss be left on, you can very 
soon see the bad ¢ ff-ots which will result from 
such an injurious and injudiciour course of 
treatment, or, more properly speaking, neg- 
lect or inattention. The surplus wash runs

We can 
very readily see that there is much to be 
gained by giving the trees an annual wash- 
ing, or rather two each year, until they have 
attained a certain age, while, on the other 
hand, we find that poor'and greatly dimin- 
ished results would naturally follow a neglect 
of or an inattention to this apparently very 
trivial matter. We always wash our fruit 
trees both late in the fall, after the le:ves 
have fallen or, at least, before freesing 
weather, and early in the spring, before the 
buds have begun to swell ‘o any sppreciable 
extent, so as to be in no danger of being in- 
jured by the wash, as the young buds are ex- 
ceedingly tender; and we can see the differ- 
ence, very readily, between washed and un- 
washed trees, by contrasting ours with some 
of our neighbors, and the results, so far, have 
been very decided in favor of thoroughly 
cleaning the trunk and the main limbs of the 
trees with a wash of some kind. 
One of the very best washes and one which 
we use to the almost total exclusion of others, 
being at all times hancy, cheap and very ef- 
ficien', is made by mixing nearly a bucketful 
of common soft soap with the same quantity 
of soft water, or rain water, and then apply- 
ing it with a broad brusb, with the hand, a 
common white-wash brush being considered 
the best. It is advisable to wear buckskin 
gloves, old heavy cloth ones will do as well, to 
prevent the soap from injuring the hands, for 
quantities very readily find the way to your 
hand, and hence the need of protection. The 
mixture should be well stirfed™ before and 
while applying so as thoroughly to inoor- 
porate the soap and water together, making 
it of the consistency of honey or hot glue. 
Hot or warm water is better to mix with 
the soap than cold water, and the mixture 
should then be spplied warm, so as to soften 
all fatty or oily matter whic] might be on the 
tree, which is often the case where young 
cattle or stock have an opportunity to rub 
against the trees. I have known trees to 
die from having cattle rub against them, 
although the trees were as healthy otherwise, 
as could be desired or expected, but the pores 
being completely filled up by the fat-

Butter, too, is vary reascnable down here; 


in Maine, and those who live here eat o 
them freely. Orono and Sebec lie in my 
route, and when I reach those places I shall 
probably know more about potatoes than E 
now do. 

I have been north as far as Farina, 
and have discovered some good land on“tte 
Androscoggin River ; though its area is Quite 
limited compaged with other river bottoms 
I have seen within the last six months... The 
hills, of which there is an unusually large 
supply, don’t look as though they had been 
built for agricultural purposes; there is a 
good deal ot granite sticking out of them, 
and a good many white birches growing on 
their sides; yesterday morning, up around 
Farmington their tops were white with 
snow. 

I have got the impression that Maine cools 
off earlier than Massachusetts, but for all 
that I think it may be a pretty good State 
to live in; especially for those who like good 
neirhbors. The people here are sociable, 
willing to answer questions > nd ready to ask 
them. Such people can’t fail of picking up 
agood deal of information. I have got ahabit 
of asking questions myself since I came here, 
wiich bas resulted in my learning the price 
of steak. I never should have asked such a 
question of a New York landlord. 

I wonder if any of your readers know a 
man named Smith? He lives in Maine, :ome- 
where, I believe in the part nearest to 
Boston. He owns a railroad, and I rode on 
it the other day,—or two days rather; a man 
can’t ride on it in one day. I rode on Smith’s 
railroad three hours for $1,15. Around 
Boston they charge three times as much as 
that,—the same as they do for steak, Mr. 
Smith’s railroad is in a very debilitated 
state, evidently in a decline, and the proba- 
wouldn’t mention it, only my ride was so in- 
teresting. 

The first day I started on this debilitated 
road I proposed going fourteen miles. The 
time table said the train started at three 
o'clock, and I felt quite confident of scoom- 
plishing that distance before dark. I rather 
think we should if the train hed started at 
three, but it wasn’t quite ready then. When 


tried both ways a few times, but unabl to 
determine which was best, seemed to have 
given it up and concluded to stay where it 
was. After awhile the conductor thought it 
was really time to go, and said, “ all aboard !” 
I was struck with the correctness of his re- 
mark ; there certainly was no one waiting to 
get under the wheels, and the passengers in- 
ferred thst we should go right along now. 
The train started hard, this time, and I 
began to feel interested in the result, when 
the eff.rt ceased, and again it stood still. 
Phen it appeared that the engine was wrong 
end first, and had got to turn round. When 
it had got its head the right way it started 
again, and ran away round to the other end 
of the village, where it stopped, and I saw 
@ man running up the street with a mail bag 
on his shoulder. When the mail was re- 
ceived we started again. The bell rope 
jerked, just after we crossed the next street, 
and the train stopped as quick as it could. 
Then it backed down to the crossing, and a 
young lady got aboard ix gleeful mood—it 
was worth while to stop for such an one— 
and again we went on. This time the train 
ran a mile and a half, and then came to a 
bridge. The commissione:e—I don’t know 
what issi wouldn’t allow pas- 
sengers to ride across that bridge in the 
trains for fear they would get burt; so we 
all got out—nearly a dozen of us—and went 
over afoot, The train waited till wé got over, 
and then that ventured. I had some fears 
for my baggage, for I had two clean shirts 
in my valise; Lut the train got over safely, 
and then getting in again we went joyously 
towards Buckfield. 

There were but two or three stations to 
stop at, and we did not stop more than ten 
or fifteen minutes at each, but the train 
moved slow, and once we got out of fuel 
in the middle of a wood, and those who man- 
aged the machine had to go out and collect 
some. Various causes detained us, so that 
it was growing dark when we arrived at 
Buckfield ; but we had got over the fourteen 
miles safely and I was rather glad that I had 
had a chance to ride on “mith’s railroad, 

The next night I took that same train 
again, to proceed to Canton, beyond which, 
there is no more railroad. “The sun had 
set behind yon hills” when I got aboard 
and the shades of night were descending, — 
putting a stop to all out door work and sending 
folks homeward. Ascending would be nearer 
the trath I suppose, but in writing of these 
things it won’t do to vary much. Gray— 
not Billy Gray, but the other one—would 
probably have said, “ The curfew tolled the 
knell of parting day,” or something like that ; 
there are different ways of expressing the 
same thing. 

‘The train started the first time, and went 
to the bridge over the river, fifteen rods 
from the depot, stake measure, when it 
stopped, to draw water.

The strong northwest wind made tne dust 
fiy so I couldn’t discover them. 

The river falls very fast and its rifts and 
rapide are numerous. The lumber regions 
are situated some fifty miles above, and 
many millions of feet of logs come down 
here in the spring time. The young man 
who was with me gave me a good de | of 
information in regard to “ driving” logs 
They have tried the experiment of driving 
summer. Five hundred

timbex regions, where wood costs nothing 
but the cutting, and driven to Lewiston.

thousand or mage families in Boston with milk 
every day, rain or shine, whether the pastures 
are dry or green, Sundays and all. To be sure 
the Boston milkmen are between him and the 
consumer. But they are dependent on the con- 
tractor for their supply, and he is in effect re- 
sponsible tothem. If one of them is dishonest 
or unfortunate and does not pay him, or if his 
customers think his milk is not pure, or if from 
competition or other cause the milkman loses bis 
route, he stops taking his twenty or furty cans of 
milk, and the contractor has it on hand. The 
milkman has his family to support, nd if his 
horse dies, or his wagon is worn out, he appeals 
to the contractor for help, and the latter must 
somehow sustain him for the present. The con- 
tractors tell the farmers that their milkmen are 
not prompt, and give that as a reason why they 
cannot pay promptly. The milkmen say there 
is trouble in making their customers pay, and if 
they cannot collect, of course they cannot pay. 
If they dun their customers, they are in danger 
of losing them, and under the present system, a 
customer is often worth more than a new milch 
cow. 

It has been publicly stated, and not denied by 
those who were present and must know, that a 
milk route in Boston is worth a hundred dollars a 
can. That is to say, that an established route on 


milk daily, is worta and will sell for $3000. The 
good will, as it is calied, of a shop or physician's 
office, is often sold in the same way. Consider 
how precarious is this property. There is no 
legal obligation on either side. The customers 
may leave upon any pretence, or with no apology 
even. They may buy of anybody who will sell 
cheaper, and the business is in fact constantly 
interfered with by persons who go round and get 
up milk routes, when milk is cheap, on purpose 
to sell out on speculation. All these difficul- 
ties the contractors and milkmen encounter. 
They are incident to the false and artificial sys- 
tem upon which the whole business is transacted. 

Bat this is only one end of the troubles of the 
contractor. Besides being responsible for every

Curcaeo, Nov. 19, 1871. 
Editor Massachusetts Ploughman :

Before the Gre it was a fine symmet: ice! eai- 

fice with a tall spire, neither too high nor tco 
large, that was always observ. d by citizens and 
trangers, but sow witlout spire, or bell, ora 
single well remaining as origioally built, it pre- 
sents a beautiful monument or reminder of the 
past. The green ivy creeping over its walls bas 
gone. There are no legends of song, poetry and 
locality connected with it, n« verthelese, it has a 
singular semblance to Melrose Abbey, wi'hout 
the green lawn at’ached, aod the old graveyard 
with ‘he moss covered head stones. 

No better or more suitable mooument could 
be erected in Chicago, with money and skill, 
than the flames bave already made in remem- 
brance of the Great Disaster in the partial dem- 
Olition of this handsome charch.

Yet this is no reason why 
apple culture should b+ abandoned, and there 
are thourands of acres of land in the State that 
might be turned into orchards and made to give 
aprof.able retareto the owners Our people 
make @ mistake in not raisiog this fiuit more 
generally. Money invested in this branch of 
f.ult raising can be made to yield seven to ten 
percent. The raising of peaches hes rot been 
euccessfal during late years; but our farmers 
sbould keep on ia their effurts to raise this frui . 
Mr. Hyde spoke of the smal) fraite. brie fly refer- 
ring to each veriety. He thought that mach 
more money might be made by raising raspoer- 
ries then is made. Blackberry raising bas been 
generally abandoned. [he raising of grapes is 

more cértain than most of our fruits. Mr. Hyde 
said that bis crop had never failed. He did not 
advi-e much trimming of the vines. The Con-

But the remembrance of the tap, bard smed 
in #0 unique @ manner, ae x 
feast ots ~ > pest the ex- 
periment upon e scale, which he did 
wich perfect success. 

For twelve months he went on to experi- 
ment, purchasing the materials with his own 
money, and ing in secret by night, and 
at odd hours, at end of tweive months 
he reconsidered his sentence of condemna- 
tion on patents, and applied for one on his 
process, which was granted September 4th, 
1860, the claim being for a combination of 
dam~g-d flour, potash lye, or lye trom hard 
wood ashes, nitre, common aalt, and sul- 
phate of sinc, for case hardening iron. In 
1867, he patented an improvement on the 
above named process. In 1868 h- took out 
another patent for an entirely new process, 
which consists in the use of raw limestone, 
chareo :1, black oxide of manganese, sal soda, 
common salt and pulverized rosin, combined 
for converting iron into steel, which is now 
widely used, and from which he has reaped 
quite a fortune. ’ 

No less than twenty-three of the lesding 
railways in America use this process, under 
license from the patentee, for vardening the 
links, guides, pins and nuts of locomotives, 
effecting, we are told, no less a saving than 
from five to six hundred dollars annually on 
each locomotive, in obviating the lost motio 2 
consequent upon the wear of links, guides 
snd puns. . 

The inventor has already received for li- 
censes under his patent of 1868, $29,650, 
and has just sold the remainder of his 
patent in America for $45,000.

Tue Roast TurKey.—Here is the New 
England method : Select a fine, plump, yellow 
skinned turkey, weighing from ten to twelve 
pounds. Examine it thorovghly toree that all 
the pin feathers are taken out; hold it over a 
bleze to singe any fine Fairs that may re- 
main; wash it thoroughly inside and out, and 
rub it over with selt. Take the gizzard, heart, 
and liver, put them into cold water, and let 
them boil u: til tender. When done, chop them 
very fine. Take stale bread, or the la ge Bos- 
ton crackers, and grate or chop them. Add 
salt, pepper, and some sweet herb, if liked, to 
the bread crumbs; after wbich beat up two 
eggs with which to moisten the crumbs; 
add and mix thoroughly with this the 
chopped “ inwards,” not forgettirg to put in 
salt and butter. Fill the inside of the 
turkey with the d-essing, taking care that 
the neck or crop is made to look plump, and 
sew the openings, drawing the skin tightly 
together. Then rub a little butter over your 
turkey, and lay it upon the grate of your 
meat pan. Cover the bottom of the pan well 
with boiling water. After a half-hour, baste 
the turkey by pouring over it the gravy that 
has begun to form in the pan. Repeat tke 
basting once in about fifteen minutes. In an 
oven of average temperature, a twelve pound 

















every oven bas its own way of baking, and 
the cook must be governed by it. 


THE Roas: Goose isto be prepared in 
the same manner as the turkey. The dress- 
ing s ould be made of mashed potatoes, 
seasored with salt, pepper, and sege, or 
onions, if according to the taste of the | 
family. Make giblet sauce by bciling the 
“inwards ” until very tender, chopping them 
fine, and adding them toa gravy made by 
using the liquor in which were boiled 
thickened with flour, and to which has been 
added one ounce of butter, and pep and 
salt to suit the taste.—Hearth and Home.
